HORRIFIC CRASH CAUSED 
BY GRIEVING FATHER 


WOMAN AND CHILD WERE SERIOUSLY HURT IN COLLISION 


A grieving father caused a hor¬ 
rific crash while driving along 
the Ml in Northamptonshire, 
on a failed mission to hunt 
down his son’s murderers. 

James Ward, whose family 
was featured on Channel 4’s 
My Big Fat Gypsy Wedding se¬ 
ries last year, flipped his BMW 
on its roof while driving drunk 
and uninsured. 

The 40-year-old was seen 
drenched in blood leaving 
Watford Gap service station 
on the Mi. Police were alert¬ 
ed and followed him, and he 
subsequently crashed his car 
just off junction 15 on the A45 
roundabout. 

The crash caused serious 
injuries to a woman and a 
child, who had to be airlifted 
to hospital. 

Ward, from Mannock Way, 
Leighton Buzzard, pleaded 
guilty to several driving of¬ 
fences when he appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court 
last week. 


In mitigation, the court 
heard how, in the early 1990s, 
Ward had becoming involved 
in a long-running dispute be¬ 
tween members of his fam¬ 
ily. He ended up killing one 
of them, later pleading guilty 
to manslaughter and serving 
four years in jail. 

In an apparent revenge at¬ 
tack in April last year, Ward’s 
son, Thomas, 20, was mur¬ 
dered in Stevenage, Herts. 

In a televised Crimewatch 
appeal, police said they want¬ 
ed to trace a relative in connec¬ 
tion with the murder but there 
have been no arrests. 

On May 25, James Ward 
heard the suspects in his son’s 
killing were living in Coventry. 
He drove there to try to find 
them, but was involved in an 
altercation and he received 
‘significant’ injuries. 

On his way home, he 
stopped at Watford Gap Serv¬ 
ices and was seen drenched 
in blood by members of the 
public who reported their 


concerns to police. 

Officers followed him along 
the motorway but he crashed 
at the A45 junction. He was 
found to be over the drink 
drive limit, was disqualified 
and was uninsured to drive 
his 2010-plate BMW. 

In mitigation, his barrister 
told His Honour Judge Mayo: 
“Mr Ward accepts that he 
should not have been driving 
at the time. He has expressed 
remorse and accepts full cul¬ 
pability.” 

He pleaded guilty to four of¬ 
fences of his driving causing 
serious injury, of driving while 
disqualified, driving with ex¬ 
cess alcohol and driving with 
no insurance. 

Disqualifying Ward from 
driving, Judge Mayo ad¬ 
journed the case for a pre-sen¬ 
tence report to be prepared, 
but told Ward: “It’s most likely 
you’ll go to prison. You caused 
most unpleasant and shock¬ 
ing injuries to a woman and a 
child.”

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School headteacher in 
shock over knighthood

The headteacher of a 
high-performing school in 
Northampton has spoken of 
his pride and delight after 
being knighted in the New 
Year’s Honours List. 

Michael Griffiths, the 
headteacher of Northampton 
School For Boys (NSB), has 
been recognised for services 
to education, for his work at 
both a local and a national 
level. 

Sir Michael’s citation prais¬ 
es his leadership at NSB and 
in his role as president of the 
Association of School and Col¬ 
lege Leaders (ASCL), a position 
he held in 2012-13.

“We are quite heavily in¬ 
volved in policy making with 
ministers, trying to move 
things in a way we think is 
most appropriate.” 

Speaking about the 
school’s success, he added: “I 
have tried to build on the very 
good school it already was. 

“I am the figurehead, but 
the success is down to the 
hard work of a terrific team of 
people.”

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Police 'should focus on 
hare coursing’ in 2014 



Hare coursing is a real problem, say CLA Northamptonshire 


Northamptonshire Police 
should focus on the “massive 
problem” of hare coursing 
in the county in 2014, a rural 
group has said. 

The Northamptonshire 
branch of the Country Land 
and Business Association 
(CLA) has said rural crime, 
which includes the pursuit of 
hares with dogs, is at the top 
of its list of priorities for the 
new year.

Branch chairman, Jonath¬ 
an Farr, said: “Rural crime is 
an important issue and I’ll be 
working closely with North¬ 
amptonshire Police to make 
sure crimes such as hare 
coursing, which is a major 
problem in our area, and fly¬ 
tipping are efficiently dealt 
with. It is important for mem¬ 
bers to report all rural crime, 


however trivial it may appear. 

“There is a range of deadly 
diseases, pests and conditions 
threatening our woodlands. 

“The reality is there is no 
cure for diseases such as Ash 
dieback, but we can work to 
give woodlands the best pos¬ 
sible chance of survival by

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HGV licence error 
costs council 
tax payers dear 



Seven lorries owned by 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil have been operating illegal¬ 
ly on the town’s roads because 
their operating licence had 
not been renewed. 

The 7.5 tonne HGVs have been 
taken out of service with the 
housing department since the 
information emerged earlier 
this month. 

And the authority is now 
having to spend taxpayers’ 
money hiring seven replace¬ 
ment vehicles from Welling¬ 
borough-based Longmarsh, 
to be used until a new licence 
is granted. 

The council said the situ¬ 
ation had arisen because the 
Department for Transport’s 
traffic commissioner had not 
told them the licence was due 
to expire. 

The information was re¬ 
vealed to the Chron by an 
anonymous source. 

Councillor Mary Markham 
{Con, Obelisk), cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “On 
Tuesday, December 12, we re¬ 
ceived a letter from the traffic 
commissioner notifying the 
council that our goods operat¬ 
ing licence had expired. 

“This is the first we knew 
that it was due for renewal, 
and we have written to express 
our concern that we had not 
been written to sooner. 

“We have already submit¬ 
ted an application for a new 
licence, and requested an in¬ 
terim licence that would allow 
us to operate our fleet while 


the application is being proc¬ 
essed. In the meantime we 
have hired several vehicles to 
allow us to continue to deliver 
services.” 

The overall cost to the 
public purse won’t be known 
until the hired vehicles are re¬ 
turned.

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Relec hoarding row rumbles on 



Derek Jones says he needs time to repair the windows at relec 


A shopkeeper embroiled in 
a long-running row over the 
condition of his premises has 
been threatened with 
enforcement action over a 
giant wooden hoarding. 

Derek Jones, who runs Relec, 
in Regents Square, Northamp¬ 
ton has spent £2,000 on the 
hoardings on the front of his 
store, which he has painted in 
the colours of Northampton 
Saints. 

He has put the hoardings 
up so he can replace the win¬ 
dows of the Grade Il-listed 
property from the inside. 

But Northamptonshire 
County Council’s highways de¬ 
partment says the structure 
is not licensed, and has to be 
taken down. 

Mr Jones has featured in 
the pages of the Chron sever¬ 
al times over the years, as he 
has kept the shop boarded up 
as protection against vandals. 

He had more than 70 win¬ 
dows smashed in the first 19 
years of owning the shop. 

Mr Jones said it would cost 
£100,000 to replace the win¬ 
dows in one go, or £50,000 if 


he does it gradually over the 
next two years. 

He said: “I’ve started to 
strip out the window so I can 
replace it from the inside. 

“If it was going to be re¬ 
placed in one go, I’d have to 
put chain link fencing 8ft 
away from the shop, and put 
in a temporary footpath. 

“It is solid as a rock, it is not 
going anywhere. They say they 
want £6 million liability insur¬ 
ance from me, and they’ve not 
even looked at the structure. 

“If they want to enforce it, 
it would look a mess. I would 
have to board it up from the in¬ 
side and demolish the whole 
thing. I’m just banging my 
head against the wall.” 

Mr Jones, who also owns 
the Down Under bar, in 
Wellingborough Road, says 
he wants to eventually turn 
Relec into an art gallery for 
children. 

He said: “It’s not just about 
bricks and mortar, it’s about 
heritage. That’s very impor¬ 
tant to me.” 

In a letter to Mr Jones, 
Andy Hudson, from North¬ 
amptonshire Highways, said: 
“During a recent inspection of

Regents Square it was noted 
that the unlicensed hoarding 
on the frontage ofyour proper¬ 
ty is still in situ on the highway. 

“Any hoarding has to be 
licensed. 

“It is my understanding 


you have been sent the appro¬ 
priate paperwork and have 
never returned it, or the fee 
involved.” 

The letter threatens en¬ 
forcement action, with any 
costs charged to Mr Jones.

‘Ink red’river‘will 
not harm wildlife’ 

A large spillage of red ink into 
a river in Northampton should 
not have any long-term “nega¬ 
tive effects”, experts have 
advised. 

Following an investigation by 
the Environment Agency and 
Anglian Water, it is believed 
the reason a waterway near 
the A43, in Moulton, turned 
red on Thursday, January 2, 
was due to a quantity of ink. 

Pep Finn-Scinaldi, aged 
28, of Thorplands, was walk¬ 
ing his dog when he saw the 
‘red river’ and took pictures 
of the watercourse which was 
miscoloured for about a mile. 

Mr Finn-Scinaldi said 
he walked along the stream, 
which runs towards the 
Round Spinney roundabout, 
as far as he could and the wa¬ 
ter was bright red all the way 
along. 

He said: “At first I thought 
something had died as it 
looked like blood, but when it 
was all the way along, we joked 
it must have been a whale to 
create that much blood. 

“It could have been paint,

ROAD TEST- TOYOTA AURIS TOURING SPORTS EXCEL1.8 HYBRID 

Space and practicality for hybrid 


Toyota has taken a very thor¬ 
ough approach to its new 
estate version of the Auris, 
giving priority to the feature 
that will most attract buyers. 
And that, of course, is space in 
the boot. If that wasn’t top of 
the list it makes more sense to 
save £1,100 and buy the hatch¬ 
back version, built alongside 
the new model in Derbyshire. 

If space is what you’re after 
you’ll appreciate the way the 
designers have stretched the 
estate by a foot - with all the 
extra devoted to luggage space.
